Kennedy Assassination Probe Continues 


WASHINGTON

- 
Sen. 
Richard Schweiker says his staff is 
pursuing a number of leads on the 
assassination of President Kennedy 
that could link the 1963 slaying to 
either a pro-or anti-Cuban conspiracy. 


The leads were not disclosed in the 
Senate intelligence committee’s report 
on the assassination, Schweiker said. 
The committee report was released 
Wednesday, revealing a pattern of 
noncooperation between key CIA and 
FBI officials and the Warren Com­ 
mission, which concluded that Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone in killing 
Kennedy. 


One lead mentioned in the Senate 
committee report, involving the 
"strange travel” of a Cuban-American 
with a possible tie to Oswald and 
Cuban intelligence, also is being pur­ 
sued. Staffers are checking a reported 
sighting of the man in Dallas at the 
time of the Kennedy assassination in 
November 1963, Schweiker said. 


The 
Pennsylvania 
Republican 
refused to disclose any details con­ 
cerning one "very hot lead” that would 
link the assassination to an anti-Cuban 
group or another "very promising” 
lead involving pro-Cuban forces,

"The prime minister on his part will 
give further thought to what was 
discussed in these two days and the 
secretary of state will report to the 
President,” Robert L. Funseth, the 
U.S. spokesman, told reporters. 
"They will keep in touch and follow 
up on these matters.” 
Kissinger and Vorster were alone for 
an hour and a half in Kissinger’s hotel 
here in the rolling Bavarian coun­ 
tryside. They then were joined for an­ 
other hour by members of their 
delegations, including South African 
Foreign Minister Hilgard Muller and 
William E. Schauefele Jr., the U.S. 
assistant secretary of state for African 
affairs.

Allegheny Airlines jetliner with 103 
persons aboard broke apart while 
trying to land at Philadelphia’s 
International Airport during a freak 
storm. No one was killed. 
One hundred persons were treated at 
various hospitals. Twenty-six of them 
were admitted, 18 in serious condition. 
The pilot, Carl Boyer of Ft. Lauder­ 
dale, Fla., was in critical condition 
with a fractured skull.

Providence, R.I., to Memphis, Tenn., 
with stops at Hartford, Conn., and 
Philadelphia — came to rest 400 feet 
from the fuselage. 
Both engines also broke off the wings 
as the plane skidded off the busy 
airport’s main runway at 5: IO p.m. and 
just missed ramming a TWA plane 
waiting to take off. 
Brad Dunbar of the National 
Transportation Safety Board said the 
voice and data recorders were 
recovered from the cockpit and sent to 
Washington for study. 
"It’s much too early to speculate on 
a cause,” said Dunbar, adding that a 
full investigation would be launched 
today. “ After studying the tail section 
and fuselage, we’ll be able to tell if the 
tail hit first or the landing gear 
collapsed or what.” 
Several witnesses said it appeared 
the landing gear crumpled. Others 
said the heavy rains and high winds, 
which occurred only at the airport 
area for a period of several minutes, 
caused excessive turbulence. 
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saying to do so would jeopardize the 
investigation. 
Schweiker commented following the 
release of a 106-page report Wed­ 
nesday which said the CIA and FBI 
failed to follow up leads that “ might 
have substantially affected the course 
of the investigation” into whether 
there was a conspiracy to kill Ken­ 
nedy. 
The report said "it is difficult to 
understand” why the CIA did not in­ 
vestigate the possibility that Cuba’s 
Fidel Castro knew about a 1963 CIA 
plot against his life and ordered 
Kennedy’s death in retaliation. 
The plot, involving an undercover 
agent code-named 
AM-LASH con­ 
tinued even though "reports received 
by the CIA during the fall of 1963 
contained information which should 
have raised questions about the 
operation’s security,” suggesting AM­ 
IDASE may have been a double agent 
working with Cuban intelligence. 
Agency officials talked to AM-LASH 
in October 1963 and on Nov. 22 — the 
day Kennedy was shot — AM-I.ASH 
was given a poison pen device by the 
CIA with which to kill Castro, ac­ 
cording to the report. 
Schweiker said he would be unable to 
pursue the possibility that the AM­

"Obviously, no conclusions could be 
reached,” Kissinger said. 
There was no comment from Vor­ 
ster. 
Kissinger is trying to get Vorster to 
steer Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith into new talks with Rhodesian 
black nationalist leaders. He empha­ 
sized that the United States is not 
backing away from its support for a 
negotiated settlement.

Meanwhile, he said, the party would 
concentrate on trying to win some of 
the top positions in the new parliament 
when it meets next month. 
The Communists might be satisfied 
with a voice in the formation of 
government policy rather than places 
in the cabinet. But this unofficial 
relationship would not commit them to 
support the government, and it is not 
likely to be enough to get a Socialist 
commitment to the government. 
The Socialists were burned last 
winter by such an informal Christian 
D em ocratic-C om m unist 
accord 
rejecting the liberal abortion law the 
Socialists wanted. In retaliation, they 
demanded that the Communists be 
included in the government to force 
them to shoulder responsibility for the 
Christian Democrats’ refusal to enact 
economic and social legislation 
demanded by the Socialists.

Dem ocrats 
are 
buoyant at having repulsed the 
Communist attempt to replace them as 
Italy’s top party. But they stood still in

The drastic increase in malpractice 
insurance coverage was of major 
concern to the Berger Hospital Board 
of Governors Wednesday night at its 
regular monthly meeting. 
Hospital adm inistrator Charles 
Rideout advised the board that policies 
for hospitals being renewed after June 
I will be increased by 160 per cent. In 
the case of Berger Hospital, that figure 
totals approximately $50,000 increase 
in the premium. 
Rideout also stated that physicians 
can expect an increase of 140 per cent 
in policies being renewed after the 
same date. After much discussion of 
the problem at hand, the board 
authorized Rideout to continue an 
investigation of the possibility of 
fighting such an increase. 
If the premium prices stand as 
currently presented, the hospital can 
expect to see an increase in operating 
costs of $2 to $2.50 per patient day. 
The board viewed the financial 
statement for the month of May as 
presented by Harry Clifton, chairman 
of the finance committee and found 
that business had been good for that 
time. The hospital operated at an 80 
per cent occupancy which was less 
than for May, 1975 but Clifton pointed 
out that the 88 per cent occupancy for 
the year to date is still running ahead 
of the occupancy of the same period 
one year ago.

BEIRUT Lebanon (AP) - Security 
officials and hospitals reported the 
Lebanese civil war’s heaviest 24-hour 
casualty toll in weeks as Palestinian 
guerrillas and their leftist Lebanese 
allies claimed they drove back four 
major Christian tank assaults 
in 
eastern Beirut. 
Nearly 140 dead and hundreds of 
wounded were reported Wednesday 
night. The Palestinians said it was 
“ one of the heaviest battles of the 
war.” 
The combined Palestinian-Lebanese 
command 
said 
5,000 
Christian 
militiamen with more than IOO tanks 
and armored cars attacked the hilltop 
Palestinian refugee camps of Tai 
Zaatar and Jisr el-Basha. 
They are the last major Palestinian 
positions between Christian-held 
eastern Beirut and the Christian 
coastal enclave north of the city. 
The

claimed 
the 
Palestinians, not they, were the

U.S. Attacked For Veto Use 
H arris' Take Dual Roles 
As Jury Selection Begins 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
The United States came under heavy 
attack from Third World and Com­ 
munist nations Wednesday night for 
vetoing Angola's application for 
membership in the United Nations. 
The United States cast its 15th veto 
in the Security Council to kill a 
resolution recommending that the 
former Portuguese African colony 
become the 145th member of the world 
organization. 
The council vote was 13-1. China did 
not participate, saying it is “firmly 
against providing the Soviet Union a 
pretext to prolong its interference’’ in 
Angola. 
U.S. Ambassador Albert W. Sherer 
Jr. told the council the United States 
opposed Angola's entry because of the 
“continuing prsence and apparent in­ 
fluence’’ of the estimated 12,000 to 
15,000 Cuban troops in the former 
Portuguese colony. 


“There is no justification for such a 
large armed foreign presence in a 
truly independent African state,” he 
said.

Republican

Soviet Ambassador Jacob Malik, 
whose government has used the veto 
110 times, often to block admission of 
new members, termed the U.S. vote 
th e most flagrant misuse of the veto 
power.” 
Richard Alarcon de Quesada of Cuba 
accused the United States of hypocrisy 
in protesting the Cuban presence in 
Angola 
while 
U.S. troops “ roam 
around the world from the Caribbean 
to the Pacific, from the Far East to 
Western Europe.” 


The Cuban troops, he said, will 
remain in Angola until the Angolan 
army is organized, equipped and 
trained to defend the country, “not a 
day more and not a day less.” 


IjOS A N G ELS (AP) - William and 
Emily Harris took center stage at their 
trial in dual roles as defendants and 
lawyers, won warm comments from 
some prospective jurors and got mixed 
reviews from the judge. 
After quarreling Wednesday with 
Superior Court Judge Mark Brandies 
the two Symbionese liberation Army 
members adopted a conciliatory de­ 
meanor. A defense lawyer called it “a 
spirit of detente.” 
Then the Harrises, charged with 
kidnaping, robbery and assault, stood 
separately to question the citizens who 
may become their jury. In three days 
of questioning, no jurors have been 
seated. 
“ Does the fact that I am rep­ 
resenting myself in these proceedings 
cause any of you to feel uneasy?” 
asked the 31-year-old Harris. 
All 12 prospects seated in the jury 
box of the bulletproof courtroom shook 
their heads to indicate no. 
"I think it speaks well of you that you 
know your own mind,” said 24-year-old 
Donald Chavez. 
Another prospect, Barbara Oldham, 
said, “I don’t know if I’d want to be my 
own attorney. But I’d want to input on 
any decision that affects my life.” 
Emily Harris, 29, calm and soft­ 
spoken, also questioned prospective 
jurors. Twice, with panelists absent, 
she won praise from Brandler for her 
legal phrasing. 
“The suggested question of Mrs. 
Harris is the better form than the one 
posed by Mr. Weinglass,” the judge 
declared. Leonard Weinglass, Mrs. 
Harris’ noted counsel, grinned. 
The slender Mrs. Harris was pale 
from eight months in jail but smiled 
often as she stood at a lectern. 
“ Would any of you feel any prejudice 
or hostility based on the fact that I am 
a woman charged with these of­ 
fenses?” she asked.

As part of his plan, the President 
today is expected to ask Congress to 
declare that judges can order busing 
only to correct segregation caused by 
official governmental action, such as 
the work of a school board. 
White House officials said the 
measure will stress the difference 
between segregation caused by acts of 
government officials and segregation 
caused by other reasons such as neigh­ 
borhood housing patterns. 
Atty. Gen. Edward H. l^evi indicated 
last week that the bill might also seek a 
time limit of three years for such 
busing. 
After that time, if busing is still 
deemed to be necessary, it could be 
continued for two more years. After 
five years, the busing could be halted if 
it were determined the community 
made a good faith effort to achieve 
desegregation. 
Busing has become an emotional 
issue in this campaign year, and Ford 
promised in a speech in Indianapolis 
on Tuesday that his bill would limit 
“the massive busing of our school 
children.” 
He said then that the measure “will 
minimize court-ordered busing and 
will provide a means and method to 
help local authorities in trying to 
handle the problem at the local level.” 


The President declared that some 
federal courts have intruded so far into 
the busing controversy “that they are

boards.” 
Civil rights leaders have attacked 
Ford’s intention to restrict busing, 
saying his plan would only encourage 
people to violate the law. 
The House Republican leader, John 
Rhodes of Arizona, said Wednesday 
after a White House briefing that “this 
bill will tend to quiet dissension rather 
than cause more.”

millions of dollars in bribes to foreign 
officials and political parties to win 
sales.

By making it a U.S. crime for a 
corporation to bribe an official or 
foreign political party to stimulate or 
increase business, the bill would go far 
beyond a White House proposal that 
would require American companies to 
report such bribes to an U.S. govern­ 
ment agency. 
Under the White House proposal, 
there would be no U.S. criminal action 
as a result of reporting a bribe. 
However, the U.S. government might 
share the information with the foreign 
government involved or make the 
information public. 
U.S. laws now make it illegal for 
American corporations to bribe 
American officials. But there are no 
U.S. laws covering bribes of foreign 
officials. 
The bill, written by Banking Com­ 
mittee Chairman William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., sets the penalty for conviction 
at a twoyear jail sentence, a $10,000 
fine or both. 
The bill is not intended to apply to 
small payments made to expedite 
service or to persuade government 
officials to cut red tape. It is intended 
to apply only to payments to stimulate 


or increase business. 
President Ford recently said a flat 
prohibition on overseas bribery was 
unenforceable. The theory of the White 
House proposal is that a company 
wouldn’t pay bribes that it would later 
have to disclose. 
The issue involving the Senate 
measure is whether an American 
citizen can be prosecuted for a crime 
that takes place entirely outside the 
legal jurisdiction of the United States, 
The constitutionality of Proxmire’a 
approach was questioned by Sen. 
Robert Morgan, 
D-N.C. Proxmire 
conceded his bill probably could not 
apply to an U.S. corporation that of­ 
fered a bribe if that offer was con­ 
ceived and executed by the firm’s 
overseas officials with no knowledge 
or participation by U.S.-based officers. 
He said the bill would cover cor­ 
porate officers in the United States 
who directed or condoned payment of 
such a bribe. 
Proxmire asked for more study on 
the bill’s constitutionality. The bill is 
expected to come to the Senate floor 
for a vote sometime after Congress 
returns from its convention recess on 
July 19.

Food Faddists

NEW YORK — Myths, misin­ 
formation and a myopic viewpoint 
about food and how it is grown today 
could literally do us all in. 
As a professor of medical physics 
and 
a discoverer in the field of 
vitamins in the 1930s, I am concerned 
with current fads such as organically 
grown, natural foods and diets that 
threaten good health. 
Myths regarding foods go far back 
into ancient history. Today, however, 
these matters are big business. Some 
fads, including the stranger-than- 
fiction diets — ususally in expensive 
book form — have serious implications 
concerning the health and welfare of 


their followers. 
Fad diets are with us all the time and 
each year more and more books are 
written on the subject. Just don’t be 
snared into the all-on-food types of 
regimen — all rice, all grapefruit, all 
bananas, etc. Two that have created 
real health hazards, the all-rice diet 
that can cause scurvy, and the “low-to- 
no” carbohydrate diet because it 
upsets the metabolism and can trigger 
a variety of health problems. 
In the 1940s, science licked scurvy — 
a deficiency of vitamin C that can 
result from a diet almost exclusively of 
rice — and ifs ironic that it should 
reappear. Faddists have extolled the 
benefits of the macrobiotic diet to such 
an extent that a number of young 
followers have suffered from scurvy 
and some even death. 
Appetites may wane somewhat 
during warm-weather months but the 
safest way to lose weight is simply to 
cut down on calories. Keep your diet

NEW YORK (AP) — In case you 
missed the original announcement, it 
should be recorded that in May the 
average purchase price of a new 
single-family home fell to $46 , 300, a 
drop of $2,200 from the record-high 
price a month earlier. 
It is understandable that you might 
believe those figures to be the result of 
a typographical gremlin, but they are 
not. It is possible too that they are an­ 
other of those well-known statistical 
flukes, but maybe not. 
The fact is that there are some solid 
reasons why the prices of some new 
homes might have dropped. Some are 
smaller editions, many are minus the 
refinements of a year ago. And some 
sellers have been having problems. 
This latter cannot be ignored; if you 
think you’ve had troubles in buying a 
house your local builder can reduce 
you to tears with his frustrations in 
trying to sell a house, even at a minis­ 
cule profit. 
So what do we deduce from this 
latest news? That it pays to wait? If 
you so conclude you are battling the 
odds. You might very well find 
yourself in the same trap that snared 
many young householders of the 1960s, 
who were convinced that housing 
prices would stabilize. 
Well, they did, for a while. But while 
housing prices were stable, and only 
briefly, interest rates rose. And they 
rose and rose, fully 50 per cent in IO 
years. And they were still rising, as of 
May. 
Housing prices weren’t stable for 
long either. They too rose and rose, 
doubling in about IO years and leaving 
those who waited holding in their fist a 
down payment that grew less and less 
adequate. 
Although nobody can say the next IO 
years will be a repetition of the past IO, 
and despite the recent good news, the 
trend is still upward for both purchase 


price and financing. What happened in 
May isn’t likely to be repeated. 
Price for land, materials and labor 
are ascending. Many areas are im­ 
posing costly building limitations in 
order to preserve the purity of their 
water. Operating costs are rising too. 
Will there be a technicological 
break-through that might lower costs? 
Attempts so far have yet to prove 
themselves as permanent or broadly 
acceptable, and many have failed. 
Remember the factory house? It’s 
still being produced and the quality is 
good. But mass production hasn’t 
really caught on; the industry is still 
largely one of small stick builders 
operating locally. 
The no-frill house? Promising. But 
some builders maintain they really 
can’t produce a quality house by 
stripping away distinctive features 
and then manage to sell at a profit. 
Still, it continues to offer limited hope. 
Mobile homes? Possibilities. But 
shipments of these units, which had 
surged to one-half million units several 
years ago are now back to one-half 
that, although rising again. Bears 
watching. 
Cooperatives and condominiums? 
Many buyers have had very successful 
experiences, but many people still 
resist them as a substitute for con­ 
ventional housing. And in some the 
prices and maintenance costs are high. 
Cluster housing? In this technique the 
individual lots are reduced in size in 
order to provide more common green 
spaces. Some have been successful, 
but for the most part they haven’t sub­ 
stantially lowered costs. 
The fact 
remains that 
most 
Americans like what is called con­ 
ventional housing, and there is at the 
moment rather little long-range hope 
of any meaningful lowering of prices 
while quality is maintained.

We love statistics and we’re im­ 
pressed when we hear about the 
number of pounds of products we 
consume each year. Sugar for 
example. This is a good food when 
consumed in moderation, as is prac­ 
tically every other food. The figures 
you should be interested in are your 
own and the total calories you consume 
each day. 
It would be frightening to think what 
would happen if the faddists succeeded 
in preventing the use of pesticides and 
additives. Our food supplies would run 
short. We simply could not feed our­ 
selves, let alone help feed foreign 
countries as we do now. 
Claims that foods are poisoned by 
pesticides and food additives can be 
answered by stating that we know 
more about the safety of food additives 
than we know about naturally oc­ 
curring toxicants in foods. 
No consumer has ever been harmed 
by a pesticide when used on crops in 
accordance with regulations and 
directions. Stories about pesticide 
residues in foods causing cancer have 
no foundation; indeed DDT has been 
shown to protect laboratory animals 
against cancer caused by a known 
carcinogen. 
The growing plant does not know the 
difference between natural and 
chemical fertilizers because there is 
no 
difference. 
The 
nitrogen, 
phosphorous and potassium present in 
animal manures and plant residues in 
the soil are used as plant food only 
when they are broken down to nitrate, 
ammonia, phosphate and potassium 
molecules. These are the same 
chemical units supplied by chemical 
fertilizers. 
We know some foods do contain 
poison but in minute quantities and 
since they are not cumulative, they do 
not present a hazard to health. In 
addition, we help the situation 
somewhat ourselves. For example, 
there’s confusion today about nitrates 
and nitrites. We produce 90 per cent of 
the nitrites ourselves — bacteria in our 
mouths change the nitrates in 
vegetables to nitrites in our saliva. 
“ Organic” foods may cost an 
average of 85 per cent more than foods 
at the supermarket. Either save the 
money or perhaps add it to summer 
recreation. I love to climb mountains. 
You may prefer your own thing - from 
a game of tennis to swimming at every 
opportunity this summer. Make it an 
exercise, mentally and physically, if 
you want to keep healthy and alive 
with energy.

Dear Miss W.: 
Some people have blood vessels that 
are especially delicate. The walls of 
the blood vessels break easily after the 
slightest pressure or injury. When the 
skin is injured, blood oozes out of the 
ruptured blood vessels and causes the 
discolorations under the skin. The 
black and blue marks you describe are 
known as “ecchymoses.” 
In normal, healthy people like 
yourself 
this 
has 
no 
medical 
significance. Sometimes, there is a 
deficiency of one of the components Of 
the blood, known as “platelets.” These 
play an important role in the clotting 
mechanism. 
A complete blood study will show the 
presence of this or any other bleeding 
tendency. 
Specific treatment can then be 
beneficial.

A prolapsed uterus (fallen womb)

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KANSAS CITY (AP) - John Dean 
has been characterized by H. R. 
Haldeman, former chief of staff under 
President Richard M. Nixon, as the'

Haldeman, who resigned from the 
White House staff in 1973 during the 
Watergate investigation said, in a 
copyright series distributed by 
Universal Press Syndicate of Kansas 
City and coauthored with columnist 
Joe Scott, that Dean would never have 
gotten his job as counsel to Nixon if he 
had been given a routine White House 
check. 
“I recruited him but never saw his 
FBI dossier,” Haldeman said.“ I 
assumed that Dean had been cleared 
at Justice. My former staff would be 
amused to know that, regarding Dean, 
I violated my own cardinal rule laid 
down for all subordinates — ‘Don’t 
assume.”’ 
In the fourth installment in the five- 
part series, Haldeman said if he had 
seen Dean’s dossier, “ allegations 
about a conflict of interest charge, 
however slight, involving his prior 
affiliation with a law firm would have 
been enough to concern me about the 
smoke, whether or not there was any 
fire.”

surrounding Tokyo. Oki said he hopes 
to have chapters nationwide by 
January. 
Oki said the group took its name 
from the legendary catfish which 
reside under the earth and create 
tremors when angry. “The Japanese 
people believed this for thousands of 
years,” he added. 
Earthquakes are a major concern in 
Japan, where 142,802 persons perished 
in the 1923 quake which destroyed 
much of Tokyo and Yokohama. The 
government supports some earth­ 
quake research, but so far no money 
has gone to the Catfish Club, com­ 
plained Oki. 
“But it costs nothing to join,” he 
added, “and our philosophy is very 
good while our equipment very poor.” 
Oki. a scientist who heads the 
Kanagawa prefectural Hot Springs 
Research Institute at Hakone, 70 miles 
southwest of Tokyo, and fellow 
workers conceived the well water 
technique after examining changes in 
hot springs before and during quakes. 
Oki says that while established 
Japanese research centers utilize 
costly seismographs and tilt meters, 
the Catfish Cub relies on the ordinary 
well and a homemade water gauge — 
“very cheap, but very sensitive” — to 
predict tremors. The gauges cost 
about $3, he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Despite 
problems with its winter grain crop 
planted last fall, the Soviet Union may 
recover significantly from last year’s 
poor harvest and produce about 190 
million metric tons of grain in 1976, 
according to the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
A department task force said 
Tuesday that Soviet grain still faces 
“several critical weeks” of develop­ 
ment. But farmers were able to plant 
128 million hectares for the 1976 har­ 
vest, about the same as last year. A 
hectare is about 2.47 acres. 
Although the department’s estimate 
would put the Russian crop 7.3 per cent 
below Moscow’s 1976 grain goal of 205 
million tons, it would be 36 per cent 
more than last year’s skimpy harvest 
of 139.9 million tons, the smallest in a 
decade. A metric ton is 2,205 pounds. 
The short harvest last year forced 
Russia to buy foreign grain, including 
about 16.5 million tons of U.S. wheat 
and com — about 12 million of com and 
4.5 million wheat — from the 1975 
harvest. 
Experts said Russia will continue to 
need foreign grain in the year ahead 
but that imports probably will drop 
from their recent levels. 
The report also cautioned that the 
new estimate — the first by USDA on 
total Soviet grain this year — could 
vary from the 190 million tons now 
indicated, depending on the weather 
ahead. “The chance is probably still as 
much as one in three that the final out­ 
turn will be outside a range of 180-200 
million tons,” the report said. 
Winter grain suffered substantial 
damage and now is expected to 
produce 44 million tons, 20 per cent less 
than normal and about the same as 
last year’s reduced crop. But spring- 
planted grain, which makes up most of 
the Russian supply, is doing well, the 
report said. 
“Spring barley, for example, which 
is produced in the European part of the 
USSR, now seems likely to total well 
above the 1973 record of 51.8 million 
tons,” the report said. “The area of 
com which is intended to be harvested 
for grain is well above the unusually 
low 1975 harvested figure.” 
In addition to the 16.5 million tons of 
U.S. wheat and com bought the past 
season, Russia has ordered 2.2 million 
tons for 1976-77. That is grain to be 
counted against a new longrange 
agreement calling for Russia to buy at 
least six million tons and up to eight 
million tons annually over five years 
beginning with deliveries this Oct. I. 
The Soviets can have more than 
eight million tons in a year if they want 
but must get approval from U.S. of­ 
ficials for the excess amount. Officials 
have told Moscow it can have more but 
so far the Russians have not indicated 
whether they will take more than the

The 
government has taken all the en­ 
joyment out of going to the post office 
in Mentor, Ky. In fact, the government 
has taken not only the enjoyment, but 
also the post office from this small 
town 25 miles south of Cincinnati. 
“ There are no tobacco chewers on 
courthouse benches in this town,” said 
Edna Gusney, “ just us women who 
stop by the post office to gossip every 
morning. Don’t know what’s gonna 
happen to us now.” 


Mrs. tiusney, not one to give up tne 
gossip just because the post office 
closed 
last 
Saturday, 
made 
a 
suggestion to the owner of a nearby 
convenience food store. 
“ Mary, you’re just going to have to 
put up a big ol’ umbrella out front here, 
serve tea and all us girls will get 
together just like we used to,” she said. 
The post office in Mentor was opened 
at about the time that the railroad 
came to town, but now the fourth-class 
post office is suffering the fate of eight 
others in the Cincinnati Postal 
D istrict’s 
Ohio-Kentucky-Indiana 
region which have been, or are 
scheduled to be shut down this sum­ 
mer. 


Many of the 70 families who used the 
post office are not too happy about 
their new portal address: “ California, 
Ky.” They explain that there is a ri­ 
valry between the two towns and add 
that California is little more than a 
town of mobile homes. 
Even their port office, located 2.5 
miles from Mentor, is in a trailer. 


Fay Corbin, one of the many elderly 
people who made the daily short walk 
from home to the port office to pick up 
the mail knows where the blame 
should be placed. 
“ Bureaucrats,” the 85-year-old 
woman concluded simply. 
She can recall when her father 
served as postmaster during the 1920s. 


Then, her dad would hang bags of 
mail over the tracks and when the 
daily pasenger trains came by, a shirt­ 
sleeved man leaned out from the mail 
car to latch the pouch with a hook. 
“ Sometimes, he missed,” she 
recalled. 
The government didn’t miss the 
Mentor port office this time. By 
closing the office, about $12,000 a year 
will be saved, Cincinnati postal of­ 
ficials say. The port office generates 


only about $4,000 a year in revenue 
from stamp and money order sales, 
according to postal officials. 
A rural cairier route will be more 
efficient, they add. Mrs. Gusney and 
her friends disagree. 
“ Most of us have been placed at the 
end of Wilbur Wagoner’s (carrier) 
route,” said Mrs. Gusney. "How can 
we gossip in the morning when we 
won’t receive our mail 'til three or four 
in the afternoon.”

Fling Part O f 200th Hoopla 


None O f Above Is 
Libertarian Pick

Only in 
America 
would they 
celebrate the national Bicentennial 
with a day-long protest rally and 
concert, the biggest fireworks, the 
longest parade and 200 people flinging 
Frisbees off a hill. 
And that’s only a small part of the 
program for this Fourth of July when 
the United States turns 200 years old. 
There’s also greased pig chasing, bell 
ringing, pow wows, a 1,776-yard 
footrace and a 400,000-slice birthday 
cake. 
Since there is no world’s fair, like the 
one they had in 1876, and no national 
focus for the celebration, local folks 
across the land have come up with 
ideas of their own. Some must have the 
founding fathers giggling in their 
graves. 
There will be properly solemn of­ 
ficial ceremonies, of course, beginning 
with prayer services in Washington 
and other cities, and centering around 
a 
commemorative 
program 
in 
Philadelphia where the Declaration of 
Independence was signed on July 4, 
1776. 
The activities of national interest 
begin July 2, the 200th anniversary of 
the day the Continental Congress 
actually voted independence from 
Britain for the 13 American colonies. 
President Ford will go to the 
National Archives that evening to view 
the Declaration and deliver a speech. 
The festivities begin July 3 with the 
American Bicentennial Grand Parade 
down 
Washington’s 
Constitution 
Avenue, led by Vice President and 
Mrs. Nelson A. Rockefeller. In the 
evening the President will attend an 
“ Honor America” entertainment 
salute to America at the Kennedy 
Center. 
Bicentennial Sunday will dawn on 
sunrise religious services at the 
Lincoln Memorial sponsored by the 
downtown churches of Washington. 
President Ford will begin his busy 
schedule by attending services at an 
area church. 
From Washington, Ford will .fly to 
Valley Forge, Pa., where he will join 
activities which include the en­ 
campment of IOO covered wagons 
which have crossed the country in the 
Bicentennial Wagon Train Pilgrimage. 
He also is expected to sign legislation 
making Valley Forge a national park. 
me President also will attend the 
National Bicentennial Program at 


Independence Hall in Philadelphia 
which will include a reading of the 
Declaration and the usual patriotic 
speeches. 
Actor Charlton Heston is expected to 
be master of ceremonies and Frank 
Sinatra to sing the national anthem. 
Then one of the major parades of the 
day follows the ceremonies, running 
for six or seven hours. 
In midafternoon Ford will have 
moved on to New York where he will 
view more than 200 sailing vessels, 
including nearly all of the world’s few 
remaining tall-masted ships, parading 
up the Hudson River. 
In 
Boston, 
first 
city 
of 
the 
Revolution, they’ll be doing it the way 
they have every year since 1782 with a 
parade, flag raising and reading of the 
Declaration. 
Meanwhile, back in Washington, a 
program of music, speeches and 
fireworks will run from daybreak to 
midnight on the capital’s Mall area, 
featuring big name entertainers and 
politicos. 
At 8 a.m., following the sunrise 
service, there will be a second in­ 
terfaith religious program, this one at 
the Jefferson Memorial. 
Then the Peoples Bicentennial 
Commission, a leftist group which has 
been protesting official plans for 
celebrating the occasion, will begin a 
march in support of “a Declaration of 
Independence from Big Business.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - "None of 
the above is acceptable,” would be an 
option for voters to mark on election 
ballots if one minor party candidate 
for vice president has his way. 
David Bergland, a 40-year-old 
Newport Beach, Calif., lawyer, is 
running second on a ticket with Roger 
L. McBride, the presidential candidate 
of the decidedly unconventional liber­ 
tarian party. 
“ Our major 
premise 
is that 
traditional politics is the enemy,” 
Bergland said in an interview during 
an initial campaign swing through 
Ohio. “It has created a monster." 
Bergland attempted unsuccessfully 
in a referendum drive to get a box on 
the California ballot for “none of the 
above” as a voter preference. 
“It doesn’t matter who wins, ifs 
going to mean the same old thing,” he 
says. 
Who are the Libertarians and what 
do they want? 
Simply stated, the party believes 
government is at its best when it 
governs least, or almost not at all. 
The libertarian credo calls for a 
fierce adherence to individual liber­ 
ties, a free enterprise system not 
hampered by government regulation, 
neoisolationism in foreign affairs and 
lifting of criminal penalties for 
“ victim less 
crim es,” 
such 
as 
prostitution. Many essential govern­ 
ment services would be continued on a 
volunteer basis, the party believes. 
Bergland claims the party’s 10,000 or 
so members include refugees from the 
old “New Left,” as well as from con­ 
servative movements. 
But several party tenets appear to be 
conservative philosophy taken to its 
ultimate conclusion—particularly the 
antibureaucracy and freedom of the 
individual emphasis. Indeed, many 
members admit they were active in 
the 1964 presidential campaign of 
Barry Coldwater. 
But Coldwater no longer fills the bill, 
Bergland says. 
“There are many people of a 
libertarian orientation who think 
(Ronald) Reagan is the best of a bad 
lot,” Bergland adds He claims the 
former California governor’s positions 
on foreign affairs—“he’s a tremendous 
hawk”—and individual liberties are 
unacceptable. 
Still Bergland concedes, the party 
will probably pick up some of his 
supporters if Regan fails to win the 


Republican nomination. 
In Ohio, Bergland expects an “uphill 
battle" for recognition and an un­ 
derstanding 
of 
the 
Libertarian 
viewpoint. 
“The political climate here is that 
we have a sort of a conservative- 
moderate milieu," he says. “People 
basically don’t know about us.” 
In 1974, Ohioans gave Kathleen G. 
Harroff, libertarian candidate for the 
U.S. Senate, 76,882 votes, more than 
any other minor party candidate. 
The libertarians and other fringe 
parties must still be validated by the 
secretary of state’s office, but party 
officials says they have well over the 
required 5,000 signatures.

candle shop owner who heads the 
Square’s merchants’ association. 
The Square’s theme is historic. 
Buildings look much as they did 75 or 
IOO years ago. From the outside, 
“ There hasn’t been that much change 
except maybe for a fresh coat of 
paint,” Mrs. Anglin noted. 
Inside, the emphasis is upon hand­ 
crafts, antiques and food. The shoos 
once held a variety of businesses, 
including a livery stable, bam, a feed 
mill, a railroad caboose and even a 
coffin maker. 
Many of the Droorietors like Mrs. 
Anglin converted a hobby into an 
occupation. She was staffing coor­ 
dinator at a Grand Rapids hospital 
until about three years ago. 
A visit to one of the Square’s first 
businesses spurred her decision to 
open a candle shop. “ I’d been making 
candles as a hobby for a good many 
years,” she said. 
The area’s pace is leisurely. Most 
shops are open only six hours daily. 
John Reed, secretary treasurer for 
the local Chamber of Commerce, 
described the Square’s business as 
“ mostly Mom and Pop operations” but 
estimated they still gross at least 
$500,000 annually. 
Reed, who owns a gift shop outside 
the Square area, said eight new 
businesses have opened in the past six 
months. Over half of them are run by 
nonresidents, he said. 
The Square started in 1970 when two 
Rockford brothers, Mike and Tim 
Farmer, fixed up the burned out and 
condemned Dykstra feed elevator. As 
a hobby, the Farmers and their wives 
started selling homemade doughnuts 
and cider squeezed from a century-old 
press. 
The Farmers bought other property 
nearby until they owned eight parcels. 
Today, Mike Farmer is landlord for 
many of the Square's shops. 
But, he says: 
“ We have sustained heavy losses 
from our personal funds because it was 
hard to get help from a bank." No 
government funds were used. 
Still, the foundry supply firm 
president said: “ Squire Street can 
stand on its own now.” He noted some 
shop owners are starting to buy their 
stores from him. 
Dave Hutchins, a Rockford banker 
and president of Chamber of Com­ 
merce, said the Square is “ going 
through growing pains” but “they 
bring in an awful lot of traffic.” 
Reed claimed the Square averages 
3,000 visitors daily from May through 
October. Rockford, about 30 miles 
from Grand Rapids, has a population 
of about 2,800, he said.

WASHINGTON (AP - The last U.S. 
military advisers on Quemoy and 
Matsu, the two Nationalist Chinese 
islands near mainland China, are 
being removed, a State Department 
official says. 
The official said the step was part of 
a general reduction of U.S. military 
personnel overseas. He also said it was 
tied to the Shanghai communique is­ 
sued at the end of then-President 
Richard M. Nixon’s 1972 visit to 
mainland China. 
That mutual declaration included a 
statement that the United States would 
cut its military activity in the Far East 
as part of the U.S. effort to improve 
relations with the mainland. 
The decision to remove the last 
military advisers could add fuel to 
Ronald Reagan’s claim that the Ford 
administration is giving up Taiwan for 
improved relations with Peking. There 
are a total of five or six American 
advisers on the islands, according to 
U.S. officials. 
The two islands lie about 20 miles 
from the mainland and approximately 
IOO miles from Taiwan. Since 1949 
when the Chinese Communists won the 
civil war and the losing forces of 
Chiang Kai-shek fled to Taiwan and 
Quemoy and Matsu, the two heavily 
fortified islands have been a symbol of 
Nationalist Chinese resistance to the 
Mainland. 
The official, who asked that his 
name not be used, said the removal of 
the advisers was “in the works” as 
part of a “worldwide, routine reduc­ 
tion in military activity.” He did not 
specify any timetable. 
The official noted that the 1972 
Shanghai communique dealt with the 
eventual decrease of U.S. military 
activity in the Far East. He said the 
U.S. force on Taiwan had been reduced 
from 10,000 in 1972 to about 2,000 troops 
now there. 
A ranking House member reported a 
month ago that he was told “there is a 
movement afoot” in the State 
Department to end U.S. relations with 


Taiwan after the November election 
and establish full diplomatic relations 
with Peking. 
Rep. Clement J. Zablocki, DWis., in 
line to become chairman of the House 
International Relations Committee 
next year, said he learned of the move 
from Taiwanese diplomats. The State 
Department sidestepped the issue at 
the time and said only that President 
Ford has reaffirmed U.S. deter­ 
mination to normalize relations with 
Peking. 
The U.S. position has been that any 
attack against the two islands would be 
viewed as an attack on Taiwan itself.

Spacecraft 
Sends Best 
Views O f M ars 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - Striking 
new pictures of Viking’s Martian 
landing area have further convinced 
some scientists that the face of the 
dusty red planet was carved by flowing 
streams of water. 


But others were more cautious, 
suggesting Wednesday that violent 
Martian winds, not water, sculpted 
some of the puzzling, previously un­ 
seen features shown in the photos. 


A peppering of craters, 
rough- 
bottomed channels with streamlined 
islands and strangely jumbled terrain 
were revealed in startling clarity in 
the pictures. Viking scientists said 
they shouted and hugged each other in 
excitement at this best-ever view of 
Mars, taken by the orbiting Viking 
spacecraft. 
But the density of cratering and the 
rough terrain gave concern to project 
officials about the planned July 4 
landing of the automated Viking 
lander. 
“We were somewhat surprised by 
the level of detail," said Project 
Manager Jim Martin. “I would have 
been quite pleased to see nothing.” But 
the orbiting spacecraft will be 
studying several adjacent areas until 
July I, when a decision must be made 
to attempt the landing or shift to an 
alternate site. 
The first batch of close-up pictures 
showed the landing site to be an area of 
winding channels and smooth plains, 
which Dr. Harold Masursky said were 
lava flows cooled and hardened long 
ago. 
Craters were scattered throughout 
the pictures, ranging from a few 
thousand yards across to several 
miles. Some were punched in the 
surface by m eteorites and then 
covered by lava, while some were 
newer than the volcanic terrain.

WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI agents 
under investigation for allegedly 
com m itting burglaries have been 
ordered not to talk to their lawyers 
about their case until the lawyers are 
cleared to receive secret government 
information. 
Department sources have confirmed 
that the civil rights division is in­ 
vestigating at least 20 FBI agents 
involved in intelligence-gathering 
burglaries during the past five years. 
The probe involves possible illegal 
violations of the 
civil 
rights 
of 
American citizens. 
The FBI agents were given the in­ 
structions about their lawyers in a 
teletyped 
m essage 
from 
FBI 
headquarters last Friday, according to 
Jack B. Solerwitz, an attorney repre­ 
senting some of the FBI men. 
The restriction suggests that the 
Justice Department probe involves 
break-ins which the FBI considered 
sensitive national security matters. 
“My clients have been told they are 
the targets of an investigation of 
surreptitious entries,” Solerwitz said 
in an interview Wednesday. 
He declined to say how many of the 
agents he represents or to identify 
them. But some are assigned to the 
FBI’s New York office, he said. 
Solerwitz said departm ent in­ 
vestigators telephoned the FBI men at 
their homes during the weekend of 
June 12 to inform them they were 
under investigation and that they 
would be advised of their right ot keep 
silent and to retain an attorney. 
A teletyped message from FBI 
headquarters June 16 advised the 
agents to hire private lawyers, 
Solerwitz said. 
“The Justice Department has made 
it clear to these agents that they will 
not be provided counsel” by the 
government, he said. Under current 
policy, the department refuses to 
provide lawyers to defend employes in

criminal investigations. 
Solerwitz is representing the agents 
for free in his capacity as attorney for 
the Federal Criminal Investigators 
Association. 
The FBI message June 18 instructed 
the agents not to disclose details of the 
case until their attorneys get security 
clearances. Solerwitz said he doesn’t 
know how long it will take to get the 
clearance.

Jack Ford 
Says Nixon 
Misled Dad 


NEW YORK (AP) - Jack Ford says 
former President Richard Nixon took 
advantage of many Americans, in­ 
cluding himself and his father, the 
President. 
Young Ford, 23, also replied with a 
flat “no” when asked during an in­ 
terview whether Nixon has a future in 
the Republican party. 
Part of the segment for the CBS 
program “June Magazine,” telecast 
today, 
was 
filmed 
while 
the 
President’s son was being interviewed 
by a Rolling Stone magazine writer 
aboard a campaign bus in California. 
Asked if Nixon is still on the minds of 
Republicans, young Ford replied: 
“A lot of people just feel like they got 
taken advantage of, screwed over, 
quite frankly. I’m one of those people. I 
worked for Richard Nixon in ’72. I 
voted for Richard Nixon; I thought he 
was the best candidate. 
“Richard Nixon didn’t treat my 
father the way my father treated 
him.” 
Ford said his father “feels if a guy 
can look him in the eye and say, ‘I am 
not a crook, I’m an honest man,’ he’s 
going to take that man at his word.... 
“He looked my father in the eye and 
said, ‘Jerry, I’m innocent, all this is 
fabrication of the press, I need your 
help to try to put an end to it.’” 
Ford conceded he had not actually 
heard such a statement by Nixon and 
was “taking liberties.” 
“But that’s the type of thing that 
Richard Nixon did to the whole country 
because he just didn’t tell the truth,” 
he said. 


“Coxey’s Army” led in 1894 by Jacob

ched to Washington to urge economic

struction work. Coxey later became 
mayor of Massillon.

As he spoke, residents continued to 
spray water on their homes and 
prayed that a fresh easterly wind 
would continue. Fire officials said they 
were confident the town would be 
spared if the wind held. 
Other big wildfires were reported 
elsewhere in California. 
In Ventura County north of Los 
Angeles, firemen fought to contain a 
1,710-acre brush fire as it edged toward 
an exclusive residential area. A 
spokesman for the county fire 
department said, at about midnight, 
“With a little bit of luck with winds, 
we’ll have it completely contained by 
morning, with full control by Thursday 
afternoon.” 
At Val Verde, about 40 miles north of 
Los Angeles, a fire of about 250 acres 
was reported “contaied and com­ 
pletely under control” by midnight. 
In Tehama County, where hundreds 
of acres of grazing land burned last 
week, firemen with the help of two 
aerial tankers stopped a 300-acre blaze 
in a recreational subdivision called 
Rancho Tehama. 
About 75 fire fighters contained a 
300-acre grassland fire Wednesday 
night 20 miles east of Clear Lake, 
about 185 miles northeast of San 
Francisco. 
At Plymouth, Turner said the fire, 
fanned by 50 mile-an-hour winds from 
the north, came within about four 
miles of this Amador County com­ 
munity of about 600. Then it shifted 
direction. 
It destroyed “four or five homes” 
and burned a swath up to five miles 
wide and ll miles long, blackening 
oaks, brush and grazing land, Turner 
said. 
Turner said the only known injuries 
were to two volunteers who were 
treated at 
a hosptal 
for 
smoke 
inhalation and released. 
He added it would be some time 
before a full assessment of damage 
would be possible. 
The fire broke out Wednesday af­ 
ternoon in several spots “which kind of 
all got together” in winds of 20 to 25 
miles an hour, said Sandi Shumard, a 
forestries division spokeswoman. 
Turner, when asked if several ap­ 
parent spots of origin meant arson, 
replied, “I have to say the cause is 
under investigation.” 
The blaze started near Shingle 
Springs, an El Dorado County town of 
several hundred about 12 miles from 
Plymouth.

The 
miniature magnets, fashioned into 
rings and positioned so they repel one 
another, create an energy field that 
will suspend a ball bearing in air, 
effectually erasing the effects of 
friction. 
A gathering of scientists from 
around the world met at the university 
earlier this month and discussed ao- 
plications for Stmat’s breakthrough. 
"For the first time it is possible to 
store energy on a fly wheel and release 
it when needed,” A jit Sabnish of 
Sperry Flight Systems, F’hoenix, Ariz., 
told the gathering. 
In one common application, a fly 
wheel helps to convert an automobile 
engine’s energy into usable form. 
“You can drive to the airport, take a 
plane, come back two days later and 
the fly wheel on your car would still be 
spinning. All that time the fly wheel 
would be storing energy to drive the 
car. A bus is already operating on this 
principle in Switzerland,” Sabnish 
added. 
Medical uses for the tiny magnets 
are being tested worldwide. Especially 
interesting is research at Boston’s 
Children’s Hospital, where a young 
cow is living with a pancake-size 
miniature motor driving a pump 
pushing blood through her body. Use in 
humans is three to five years away, 
researchers say. 
Stmat, an Austrian-born scientist, 
first developed his magnet while doing 
research at Wright Patterson Air 
Force Base.

Almost 1400 boys, all high school 
juniors, were on hand when the annual 
Ohio American legion school in self­ 
government and politics opened on 
June 19 with a colorful salute to the 
nation's Bicentennial. .Scores of local 
American 
Legion 
Posts 
were 
represented by uniformed members 
carrying their hags and banners. 
Tile boys, divided into two political 
parties and housed in dormitories on 
the West Green, found themselves 
citizens of 27 named cities in nine 
named counties. Each was provided 
with a digest of Ohio Government to 
study, 
plus 
a 
law 
library 
and 
the help of numerous adult counselors. 
Fast-m oving political cam paigns 
were followed by the first com­ 
puterized voting in Boys State history. 
The new governor was inaugurated 
June 22, by Ohio Chief Justice C. 
William O’Neill, who himself was a 
Boys State counselor in the early days 
of the Program. This event began the 
brief tenure of all the young officials in 
their respective state, county, and city 
offices, a full range of courts, and such 
other activities as a state highway 
patrol and a national guard. 
This year again saw the use of 
computerized voting, as well as the 
conventional paper ballot in the 
Primary and General Elections. 
Buckeye Boys State, launched by the 
Ohio 1/egion in 1936, has for years been 


the largest of the Boys States held in 
most of the 50 states.

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Morgan On Bench 
Worries M any 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Joe Morgan 
has found himself on the bench more 
often than usual this season, and 
there’s some question who’s more 
upset— Morgan or his teammates. 
“I can’t sit still on the bench,” said 
the 1975 Most Valuable Player who has 
been fighting injuries much of the 
season. “If I sit I get involved in the 
game. I gotta yell and the guys get 
mad.” 
Morgan has been in and out of the 
lineup since mid-May, when New York 
Mets shortstop Bud Harrelson ac­ 
cidentally kneed him in the head at 
second base during a stolen base at­ 
tempt. Morgan said he had to twist his 
body unnaturally on the play, causing 
a strained muscle in his back. 
“I can do everything except swing 
the bat well,” he said.“If it were 
September, I’d play every day. Or if 
we didn’t have Doug Flynn, I’d play. 
But he’s getting three hits every day.” 
Flynn, a reserve infielder, is hitting 
over .300, while seeing much more 
action than last year, when he batted 
.268 as a rookie. 
Morgan, who currently leads the All- 
Star voting, isn’t happy on the bench 


but has a philosophical attitude about 
the injury. 
“I don’t get nagging injuries because 
I always loosen up,” he said. “But I’ve 
been stealing bases for 12 years and 
this is the first time I’ve ever been hurt 
stealing a base. 
“People don’t realize that stealing a 
base is the most dangerous play in the 
game,” he added. 
So far, Morgan has missed ll games 
entirely and served only as a pinch- 
hitter or pinch-runner in several 
others. He has about 90 less at-bats 
than Pete Rose, who hasn’t missed a 
game in over two years. 
Despite the time off, the 5-foot-7 
superstar is having another fine year. 
He was batting .335 going into 
Tuesday's game, with 12 home runs, 48 
RBI and 22 stolen bases. But it could be 
better. 
“This year’s been tough,” he said. 
“Every time I get started, something 
happens. Everybody says we lost four 
out of six to Philadelphia, but I only 
started one of the games. 
“Of course,” he noted with a 
chuckle, “we lost that one too.”

Thin Conners Eyes W im bledon Crown 


WIMBLEDON, England (AP) - 
Jimmy Connors, looking to regain the 
Wimbledon title he lost to Arthur Ashe 
last year, will need every ounce of 
energy his 5-foot-10 frame can provide 
to reach the 1976 final. 
The way Jimmy sees it, this is a 
Wimbledon for big hitters. 


After shedding 20 pounds since 
losing that 1975 final, Connors, at 155 
pounds, is hardly in the same physical 
class as big men like Stan Smith and 
Roscoe Tanner. 


But Jimmy hits the ball as hard as 
anyone, once his accurate — if not 
mercurial — serve is in play. That’s 
due in part to Connors’ patented two- 
fisted backhand and, perhaps even 
more, to his fierce determination. 


After reaching the fourth round 
Wednesday — the first men’s singles 
player to do so — with a 6-4, 6-0, 6-3 
sweep of Ismael El Shafei of Egypt, 
Connors talked about this year’s battle 
of the belters. 


‘So far, I’ve played only big hitters 
and that’s the way it is through the 
whole tournament for me, if you look 
at the draw.

Peete said, “I think more of him 
(Nicklaus) now than before we played, 
and before I thought he was the best. 
He helped me, calmed me down 
Outside of playing in the Open, playing 
with Nicklaus was the greatest thing 
that ever happened to me. I learned 
how far I am from being a super 
golfer.” 
Peete grew up as a farm picker and 
said his father, from Pahokee, Fla., 
and eight brothers and sisters are still 
migrant fruit and vegetable pickers. 
Peete turned pro in 1971, playing in 
Florida’s mini-tours. He earned his 
PGA card last winter, obtained a 
sponsor and qualifed for the Open. 
His wife, Chris, who also grew up as 
a farm picker and is now an eighth 
grade teacher in Belle Glade, Fla., 
said, “It’s beautiful. He’s made us 
proud.”

Union O rders 
Strikers To 
End W alkout 


BOSTON (AP) — Union leaders 
ordered striking state employes back 
to work early today after “ con­ 
siderable progress was made in 
negotiations to end the three day 
walkout,” one union leader said. 
The move would end the first 
statewide strike of workers in 
Massachusetts history. The walkout 
was entering its fourth day. 
Howard V. Doyle, chairman of the 
Alliance, 
a 
coalition of unions 
representing about 50, OOO of the 
.state’s 65,000 public employes, said, 
“ In consideration of the progress that 
has taken place, we are today ordering 
all 
workers 
back 
to 
work 
im­ 
mediately.” 
Mediator Erie Schmertz, 
who 
conducted an intensive all-night 
bargaining session with both sides at a 
Boston hotel, said a final contract 
agreement had not been reached. He 
added, however, that significant prog­ 
ress on important issues had been 
made and that he would continue 
negotiations on the same intensive 
level this afternoon. 
Schmertz would not say which issues 
remained unresolved. 
The strike was called off only hours 
after Superior Court Judge Thomas E. 
Morse ordered fines of $200,000 a day 
against the Alliance if the strike 
continued today. 
Doyle and Paul Quirk, secretary of 
the Alliance, faced personal fines of 
$5,000 per day. 
Hie strike crippled vital state ser­ 
vices during its duration 
with state 
hospitals, prisons, sewage treatment 
plants and human services agencies 
hardest hit. 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis had called 
the judge’s decision “ an important 
step toward the ending of the strike. 
“ I hope additional penalties and 
sanctions will not be necessary. I hope 
now the union leadership will finally 
realize we are serious and the court is 
serious.” 
State officials said late Wednesday 
the paychecks striking workers were 
scheduled to get today have been 
recomputed to deduct the time they 
have been away from their jobs.

Joblessness 
Rate Falls 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The rate 
of joblessness decreased to 6.9 per cent 
in Ohio in May as more work became 
available, the 
Ohio 
Bureau of 
Employment Services said Wed­ 
nesday. 
Employment improved moderately. 
In May 1975, 4.31 million were em­ 
ployed. In the past month, 4.38 million 
had jobs. 
The hardest hit industry during the 
recession—m anufacturing—added 
20,000 employes during the year, also 
lengthening the average workweek by 
1.7 hours. 
In May, 324,000 persons were without 
work, compared to 430, OOO during the 
corresponding period the previous 
year. Unemployment dropp^ from 
the May 1975 rate of 9.1 per cent, 
compared to 7.4 per cent in April 1976. 
"C lio ’s unemployment rate will 
probably rise seasonally in June, as 
students enter the labor market for 
permanent or summer jobs,” a report 
by the bureau said W eiies^ y. "W ith 
continued recovery, rate should drop 
and employment peak for year by 
October.” 
Factory employment reached 1.27 
million with the average workweek up 
to 41.5 hours. Production employes in 
the factory grossed $249 a week last 
month, a record high that includes 
overtime but not the value of fringe 
benefits. Gross hourly earnings 
reached $6, also a record level. 
Average hourly earnings over the year 
amounted to a IO per cent gain. 
In nonmanufacturing, the pattern 
was mixed but the net result moved 
ahead. Construction, transportation 
and utilities still must recover to levels 
of a year earlier in employment. 
However, service industries increased 
nearly 28,000 while wholesale and 
retail trade added 9,000 to the payroll.
